The Clarence Brown Theatre has a rich history and a mission equally 
focused on enriching the culture of Knoxville and training the next 
generation of great artists. Located in the heart of the University of 
Tennessee campus, the Clarence Brown Theatre is one of 75 LORT 
(League of Resident Theatres) professional theatres in the United States, 
and the ONLY one located in Tennessee. The CBT is unique, too, in that of 
those 75 LORT theatres they are one of only 13 situated on college 
campuses. The CBT’s namesake, noted film director Clarence Leon 
Brown, believed that “The mixing up of young actors and designers with 
first class professionals is manifestly the only right method of training 
future theatre artists.” This statement forms the basis for the dual mission 
of training both graduate and undergraduate students a the University of 
Tennessee, and providing for the Knoxville and East Tennessee 
community a valuable cultural resource, offering some of the finest theatre 
in the country.
